The  Hong  Kong  Baptist 
Church  (English  language)  will 
sponsor  an  evangelistic  crusade 
among  the  English  speaking 
community  of  the  colony  June 
14-28,  with  Dr.  David  ^orken 
preaching  and  Rev.  Gene  Den¬ 
ier  and  Rev.  Dean  Denier  lead-, 
Ing  the  music  and  dlrMting  per- 1 
sonal  work. 

The  crusade  is  scheduled  to 
begin  In  the  church  auditorium, 
which  can  hold  only  about  200 
persons;  and  the  first  days  will 
be  directed  toward  inspiring  and 
training  the  church  members  so 
that  the  revival  can  be  moved 
to  the  largest  Baptist  church 
building  in  Hong  Kong  by  June 
20.  “We  expect  to  fill  this  larger 
auditorium  with  900  people  each 
night  during  the  second  week,” 
says  Missionary  Charles  P.  Cow¬ 
herd,  pastor  of  the  English  lan¬ 
guage  church. 

Urged  To  Pray 

“Southern  Baptists  are  urgent¬
